Fair and rodeo 
may move to new 
grounds outside of 
town

T his may be the last year 
the Didsbury Ag. Fair and 
Rodeo is held in town. 

With the purchase of a new 
80 acre site last year the fair 
and rodeo may make its last 
appearance within town 
boundaries this year, accord¬ 
ing to organizer Connie 
Conley. 

"There has been talk among 
members that this may be the 
last year in Town - that the 
rodeo grounds will be prepared 
and used next year," said 
Conley. 

Traditionally the rodeo has 
been held in the Didsbury 
Arena with other events held 
in other locations around 
Didsbury. 

Chutes are brought in and 
set up and taken down each 
year in the arena by volun¬ 
teers. 

Next year a permanent 
home may be found for the 
equipment needed to run a 
rodeo. 

"It is so much work to set 
up and take down each year. 
It will be nice if we don't have 
to do that again next year.” 

Another advantage to mov¬ 
ing the rodeo fair out of town 
is the number of additional 
events that could be added to 
the entertainment line-up. A 
lack of room in Town only al¬ 
lows so many events to take 
place at a time. 

"We see other fairs hosting 
a lot of events and we wonder 
why we can't do that too," said 
Conley about the plan for fu¬ 
ture expansion. 

Meanwhile fair organizers, 
like every other year are do¬ 
ing the best they can to make

Local farmers come away empty at first hay draw

Over 1,600 names were put 
forward by Wild Rose farmers 
for the Ontario hay draw, but 
all came away from the proc¬ 
ess empty handed. 

The first shipment of west¬ 
bound hay from Ontario was 
dispersed through a draw 


process and despite having 
the lions share of the ballots 
local farmers were the un¬ 
lucky ones. 

Over 3,700 names were put 
into the draw. 

About 30 farmers in total 
received a shipment of hay. 

Alberta farmers are facing 
a shortage of hay for winter 
while crops in Ontario are 
producing record yields. 

Wild Rose MP Myron 
Thompson helped disperse the 
hay through the draw proc¬ 
ess. 

He said those who were 
lucky enough to receive some 
bales were appreciative. 

"They were just overjoyed 
that there are people out 
there that are willing to give 


like this," said Thompson. 
"This is not going to meet 
their winter needs but it is 
going to help.” 

Some Ontario farmers 
placed their names and ad¬ 
dresses on some of the bales 
hoping for correspondence 
from a lucky Alberta farmer. 

"There has been a lot of 
good communication between 
farmers across the country," 
said Thompson. 

The MP said that a local 
Didsbury farmer received a 
phone call from a farmer in 
New Brunswick that had ex¬ 
tra hay he wanted to send out 
west but had no way of get¬ 
ting it there. 

"There is a willingness to 
help across the country," said 


Thompson. "We are lucky the 
farming community is as big 
as it is." 

While Thompson is quick 
to credit farmers for helping 
each other out, he is critical 
of the Liberal government 
saying they haven't done 
nearly enough to help 
drought-stricken farmers. 

"The federal government 
needs to step up to the plate 
and make things like this hap¬ 
pen. The minister of agricul¬ 
ture isn't responding to any 
of our letters or calls," said 
Thompson. 

Thompson said more hay is 
on the way for Alberta farm¬ 
ers and another draw process 
will take place for the new 
shipment.

ALS (Amyotrophic Lateral 
Sclerosis) is a disease which at¬ 
tacks motor neurons which 
slowly shuts down the body. 
Often the hands and feet are the 
first affected causing difficulty 
in lifting, walking or using 
hands to complete activities of 
daily life. 

As the paralysis continues to 
spread to the muscles of the 
trunk of the body, speech, swal¬ 
lowing, chewing and breathing 
become more difficult. When 
breathing muscles are affected, 
the patient will need a perma¬ 
nent ventilator in order to sur¬ 
vive. After being diagnosed 
with ALS the average life ex¬ 
pectancy is two years. 

Since ALS only attacks the 
motor neurons, the sense of

The national spotlight shone 
on Didsbury at the end of April 
when local citizens raised 
enough money to send the 
Pride family to DisneyWorld. 

And a fund-raiser was held 
by students for a Carstairs 
teacher who is dealing with the 
disease.

Hail suppression planes grounded by dry weather 


Planes have made 
half the amount of 
trips to the sky 
this year

Krauss says he believes with 
the recent wetter weather the 
planes may be making more 
trips soon. 

The Alberta Severe Weather 
Management Society was cre¬ 
ated in 1996 and given a five 
year period to test whether a 
difference could be made in in¬ 
surance claims against hail. 
The move to seed against hail¬ 
storm occurred five years after 
hail ravaged the city of Calgary 
causing $342.7 million in dam¬ 
age - the most costly weather 
disaster in Canadian history. 

The trial period was so prom¬ 
ising the Alberta Severe 
Weather Management Society 
now runs on an indefinite ba¬ 
sis. The cost of the project is 
approximately $2 million per 
year. It is estimated the initia¬ 
tive is currently saving insur¬ 
ance companies approximately 
$50 million. 

Alberta Severe Weather 
Management Society Project 
Manager Jim Renick said the 
insurance industry has been 
very pleased with the way the 
project has unfolded. 

"They decided they wanted to 
try it for the first five years. 
They evaluated it in 2000. Hail 
losses are down and now the 
program is running on an on¬ 
going basis," he said. 

"The consumers are the real 
winners. Other types of insur¬ 
ance is going up, but not hail." 


rain is concerned. 

In addition storms that do 
not threaten an urban area are 
left alone and once they pass 
the highway two corridor they 
are left alone, he said. 

The Alberta Severe Weather 
Society is the only hail suppres¬ 
sion organization that seeks to 
protect urban areas from dam¬ 
age. The two largest risks in 
the area the Society covers is 
Red Deer and Calgary. 

Clouds that are targeted by 
radar to miss significant urban 
areas are left alone. 

Krauss said for that reason 
only 10 per cent of potential 
hail storms end up being 
seeded. 

Hail suppression works by 
seeding potential storms with 
billions of silver iodide smoke 
particles. These special parti¬ 
cles act as artificial ice crystals 
to freeze up the supercooled 
water droplets (less than 0 de¬ 
grees Celsius) in the storms 
updraft. In hailstorms, rapid 
formation of cloud water occurs 
in the lower part of the cloud 
exceeding the rate of nat ural ice 
crystals growth, resulting in an 
environment ripe for hail 
growth. 

The billions of ice crystals, 
formed by seeding, freeze the 
super cooled water causing the 
storm to produce smaller hail 
stones which create less dam¬ 
age than larger ones. 


A lack of moisture on the 
ground has meant there have 
been fewer hail suppression 
planes in the air this year. 

The Alberta Severe Weather 
Management Society, a private 
non-profit society set up by in¬ 
surance companies and bro¬ 
kers, has made significantly 
fewer flights than it has in pre¬ 
vious years with dry weather 
being one of the largest factors. 

"This year operations are sig¬ 
nificantly down," said Terry 
Krauss, project manager. "The 
dew point has registered less 
than zero a few times this year. 
I don't ever remember that hap¬ 
pening." 

As of Wednesday of last 
week, the three planes used by 
the program, had logged just 
111 hours of flight time less 
than half of normal for the 
same time period. 

And the drought has had an 
effect on the hail suppression 
efforts in more ways than one.

Bad times bring higher prices 


Many farmers in drought- 
ridden parts of Western 
Canada won't harvest a crop 
this year. Hopefully, crop in¬ 
surance and federal drought 
assistance will allow them to 
plant a crop next year, and, 
most importantly, that rains 
come to end the dryness. 

But economic realities play 
no favourites. The future is 
looking brighter for those 
farmers who will soon be har¬ 
vesting their wheat and bar¬ 
ley, as reduced production 
across North America and the 
expectation of drought in 
Australia drives grain prices 
upward. 

In Canada, Australia and 
the United States, dry condi¬ 
tions have substantially low¬ 
ered wheat production esti¬ 
mates. As well, the continu¬ 
ing financial crisis in Argen¬ 
tina has made it difficult for 
farmers there to plant crops 
this year. These factors are 
expected to result in lower 
global supplies of wheat and 
a decrease in wheat ending 
stocks. However, optimism 
over world wheat prices is 
tempered by what appear to 
be abundant wheat crops in 


the European Union (EU) and 
parts of the former Soviet 
Union. Some wheat buyers, 
who are not picky about qual¬ 
ity, will use European, rather 
than North American or Aus¬ 
tralian, wheat to meet their 
milling needs. However, 
prices for higher quality 
wheat are expected to improve 
since the minor exporting 
countries generally supply 
lower quality wheat. 

Canada's main durum- 
growing areas are expected to 
produce larger volumes than 
last year since these areas 
received more rain than in 
2001. A record durum crop is 
also anticipated in the EU, 
working to keep global 
durum import demand down. 
Reduced durum acreage and 
recent heat stress in the 
United States will decrease 
supplies there, but competi¬ 
tion from minor exporting 
countries like Turkey, Syria 
and Australia is expected to 
keep offshore durum prices in 
check. 

Large feed barley crops in 
the EU and former Soviet 
Union will keep pressure on 
global barley prices. The Mid¬ 


dle East has also had good 
crops and import demand 
there will be lower. The 
drought in Western Canada 
has reduced barley produc¬ 
tion, resulting in strong do¬ 
mestic feed prices and limited 
export prospects. With lower 
export supplies of barley in 
the United States as well, 
North American export val¬ 
ues are expected to remain at 
a premium to other offshore 
values. A tighter corn situa¬ 
tion in the United States is 
also expected to provide price 
support. 

Canada's drought-reduced 
barley crop and strong do¬ 
mestic feed market will also 
limit malting barley supplies 
available for export. Increased 
Chinese import demand for 
malting barley will be offset 
by large export supplies in the 
EU and above-normal sup¬ 
plies in Australia, Due to 
tighter Canadian supplies of 
six row and the large global 
supplies of two-row malting 
barley, the price spread be¬ 
tween two- and six-row 
malting barley is expected to 
narrow compared to last 
year's wide spread.

ings, you still have to pay for 
the rent/mortgage, food, cloth¬ 
ing, and too many bills leaving 
little for charity. Further, many 
people just assume that prob¬ 
lems ought to be solved by gov¬ 
ernment. Hungry children, mis¬ 
erable marriages, teenagers 
joining gangs, stray cats, ciga¬ 
rette smoke in restaurants, ve¬ 
nereal diseases, rude drivers, 
teenage pregnancies - why isn't 
the government solving these 
problems? 

Have no fear: government 
has heard the call, and has 
come to the rescue. In the past 
50 years government has taken 
control of not only health care 
and education, but also the pro¬ 
vision of services to the elderly, 
the handicapped, and others 
unable to care adequately for 
themselves. Countless billions 
have been spent to solve a 
myriad of "social problems" 
which have only become worse 
as government has grown big¬ 
ger. 

But caring for widows and 
orphans, and others who are 
weak or vulnerable or sick, has 
been taking place for thou¬ 
sands of years. 

The only difference is that 
government has taken over 
these spheres of civil society, 
removing responsibility from in¬ 
dividuals, families, faith-based 
groups, charities and volun¬ 


tary associations. 

This growth of government 
has created a culture of apathy 
and dependency. People are apa- 
thetic because they assume 
that government should solve 
problems and care for needs, 
and people have become heav¬ 
ily dependent on government 
because individuals no longer 
feel personally responsible to 
help those in need. Apathy and 
dependency are two sides of the 
same big government coin. 

Is there a better way? The 
alternative is a culture of re¬ 
sponsibility and compassion, in 
which a smaller government 
allows civil society to thrive. 
Instead of approaching the 
large tax monster to fight for a 
piece of that gigantic taxdollar- 
pie, people assume responsibil¬ 
ity for themselves and their 
families, and help the needy and 
vulnerable by contributing gen¬ 
erously to and through volun¬ 
tary associations. When the tax 
monster is smaller, the 
economy grows quickly and 
creates more wealth, providing 
more resources to care for peo¬ 
ple in need. In a culture of re¬ 
sponsibility and compassion, 
the dignity of every person is 
enhanced.

Thompson unhappy with Harper’s merger proposal 


Alliance wants to 
"dominate " PCs, 
says local Tory 
leader

Wild Rose Canadian Alliance 
MP Myron Thompson says he 
was surprised and upset by his 
leader’s announcement last 
week that the party' would wel¬ 
come a union with the federal 
Tories. 

"Well 1 thought it was done 
rather abruptly, coming right on 
the heals of Joe Clark's an¬ 
nouncement," said Thompson, 
who has repeatedly said he 
doesn't support an Alliance un¬ 
ion with the PCs. 

"I know that there are lot of 
people who are phoning me and 
are rather concerned with that. 
I think that what they are un¬ 
happy about is where's the con¬ 
sulting with the grassroots 
when these kinds of things are 
decided? A lot of people are con¬ 
cerned about that. 

"It certainly opens up the de¬ 
bate once again about where we 
go with this whole initiative. 
We’ll just have to play it out 
now. Apparently the ball is now 
in the Conservative's court." 

Alliance leader Stephen 
Harper announced last week 
that he was calling for a coali¬ 
tion with the Tories, a joint lead¬ 
ership race, and the formation 
of a new right-wing party. 

The Harper announcement 
came the same day Tory leader 
Joe Clark announced he was 
stepping down as leader of the 
Progressive Conservatives. 

The Alliance has no intention 
of forming an equal partnership 
with the PCs, according to 
Truper McBride, Wild Rose Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative Associa¬ 
tion president. 

"I think that Mr. Harper 
must have hit his head on some¬ 
thing because we tried to do that 
with him after he became Alli¬ 
ance leader and he rejected our 
offers," said McBride, a 
Cochrane town councillor. "The 
Alliance Party has no intention 
of forming a merger or coalition 
only in assimilating the Tory 
Party which will never happen 
in a million years.” 

"To tell the truth, 1 am get¬ 
ting sick and tired of trying to 
figure out a way to unite the 
right. The Alliance if still full

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of radicals and extremists. I am 
terrified of the principles that 
the Alliance holds." 

For his part, Thompson said 
he believes a union with the 
Tories would compromise the 
Alliance's chances in the next 
federal election. 

"I never have been (in favour 
of union) and I don't think 
that's a secret," said Thompson. 
"Even my leader knows where 
1 stand on that. I think we have 
got all the conservatives that 
we are ever going to get into 
the Alliance party, that’s where 
most of us came from.” 

"The Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive Party as we know it is not 
compatible to the Alliance 
Party, in my view. I have heard 
the expression from the eastern 
part of the country that if you 
have a joint candidate, and the 
candidate turns out to be an 
Alliance, which it more than 
likely would be in Ontario be¬ 
cause we come in second there, 
that they would vote Liberal 
before they would vote Alli¬ 


ance. 

"I think the Progressive Con¬ 
servative Party of Joe Clark is 
very compatible with the Liber¬ 
als in their thinking and I just 
don’t see it working. We re talk¬ 
ing about trying to unite with 
the Red Tories and it will never 
happen." 

There are a number of areas 
where the Alliance and the PCs 
don’t mesh and never will, said 
Thompson. 

"The obvious one is the Tri¬ 
ple E Senate. I don't see a strong 
push for that from the Joe Clark 
party whatever. I don't see a big 
push for democratic reforms, 
free votes and recall and vari¬ 
ous initiatives we have put for¬ 
ward to make this country 
more democratized. They like 
having the power, they like hav¬ 
ing the hammer." 

"The true small "c" conserva¬ 
tive group still out there hang¬ 
ing on with the Progressive 
Conservative group may break 
away and want to come together 
with us, and that’s a possibil-

ity, but I'm almost to the point 
where I believe we've done all 
that we can and that we have 
received all the people that we 
are going to receive from that 
group and it's time for us to 
move forward with our policies 
and our agenda and become a 
viable alternative to the Liber¬ 
als." 

Meanwhile, McBride believes 
the PCs will be able to elect a 
new leader and will carry on as 
a viable alternative to the Lib¬ 
erals. 


"I still believe that we need a 
united right to defeat the Lib¬ 
erals, but Mr. Harper's idea of 
a united right is simply the Al¬ 
liance Party which is totally un¬ 
acceptable,” said McBride. "The 
only way I could see us form¬ 
ing a coalition in the House of 
Commons with the Alliance 
Party is if both of us are part¬ 
ners. If one party has a major¬ 
ity say then the other will never 
go along with it.” 

"I think it has been proven 
very clearly that the Alliance is 
not interested in cooperation, 
only domination. I believe that 
the PC party will be fine on its 
own and will be forming gov¬ 
ernment again." 

Following Clark's announced 
retirement, Alberta Premier 
Ralph Klein called for a union 
of right-wing parties. 

"I still maintain that the best 
chance for the conservative 
movement to win a federal elec¬ 
tion is if the two small “c” con¬ 
servative parties unite under a 
common banner," said Klein.

Avoid tilling written-off crops 


The 2002 growing season has 
not been kind to annual crop 
producers across Alberta. The 
extreme lack of precipitation, 
which has been further accom¬ 
panied by record high tempera¬ 
tures, has resulted in many 
crops being written off. The 
time has come for many farm¬ 
ers to begin planning for next 
year's crop, and conserving 
moisture and reducing the risk 
of soil erosion should be their 
first priority. 

"Using cultivation to kill off 
any remaining crop or growing 
weeds will help conserve what¬ 
ever moisture is left in the soil 
profile." says Rick Taillieu, re¬ 
duced tillage agronomist, Al¬ 
berta Reduced Tillage LINK¬ 
AGES, Olds. "However, it also 
inhibits the soil's ability to cap¬ 
ture future moisture and leaves 
the soil surface very vulnerable 
to both wind and water ero¬ 
sion. Every tillage pass contrib¬ 
utes to losses in soil moisture 
because the soil is exposed to 
the elements, including direct 
sunlight and higher wind speed 
at the soil surface." 

Farmers who want to re¬ 
charge the moisture in their 
soil profile can do so with ef¬ 
fective and economical herbi¬ 
cide applications. 

Chemfallowing will control the 


unwanted crops and weeds from 
depleting the soil of both mois¬ 
ture and nutrient reserves and 
at the same time leave the soil 
protected from the elements 
and thus reduce the risk of soil 
erosion. 

"Undisturbed land has dra¬ 
matically greater water infiltra¬ 
tion rates and is therefore bet¬ 
ter able to absorb any rainfall 
that may come in late summer 
or this fall." adds Taillieu. 
"Rainfall simulation experi¬ 
ments have shown that undis¬ 
turbed land can often absorb 
one inch of water in as little as 
minute, while a single cultiva¬ 
tion pass can mean the same 
inch takes seven or more min¬ 
utes to absorb. This reduced 
infiltration rate often results in 
run-off and therefore less mois¬ 
ture being stored for future 
crops." 

If conditions stay very dry, 
there’s likely to be very little 
germination of weeds following 
a chemical application. Tillage 
operations, on the other hand, 
often stimulate weed growth by 
moving otherwise dormant 
weed seeds to near the surface 
and providing good seed to soil 
contact. If moisture conditions 
improve, with some rains in 
August, the standing crop 
residues will provide an oppor¬ 


tunity to direct seed a winter 
cereal crop this fall. 

Winter wheat, as an exam¬ 
ple of a winter cereal crop, can 
provide producers with an op¬ 
portunity to get some seeding 
done this fall, and allow the 
crop to take advantage of some 
snowmelt moisture that would 
otherwise not be useful in 
spring seeding systems," says 
Dale Soetaert, winter cereal 
agrologist with Ducks Unlim¬ 
ited Canada, Edmonton. "Win¬ 
ter wheat requires very little 
moisture to germinate and shal¬ 
low seeding (less than 1") al¬ 
lows the crop to emerge with 
very little rainfall, even in these 
dry conditions. A winter wheat 
crop will also effectively com¬ 
pete with spring germinating 
weeds, such as wild oats, and 
allow for increased savings on 
crop inputs. 

Spring stands this year 
looked very promising across 
the Parkland region of Alberta; 
drought conditions have hin¬ 
dered its growth, but perhaps 
not to the extent of other spring 
seeded cereals. A winter wheat 
stand also aids in conserving 
moisture due to the fact that 
spring tillage is nonexistent, 
allowing for optimal infiltra¬ 
tion of moisture in a zero dis¬ 
turbance situation."

Town informing 
residents about 
roll-out carts 


New garbage 
system will start 
in Oetober

The campaign to implement 
a roll-out cart system in Dids¬ 
bury has officially begun. 

The roll-out carts were un¬ 
veiled for the first time to the 
public last week and will be de¬ 
livered to local households in 
September. 

Mayor of Didsbury Dorothy 
Moore recognizes this is a first 
step towards putting together 
a permanent waste disposal 
system in Didsbury and hopes 
the move will help solve some 
of the problems the Town is fac¬ 
ing. 

One of the largest problems 
the Town faces is cost. Didsbury 
residents throw out more gar¬ 
bage than surrounding towns 
and tipping fees have been more 
than the amount the Town is 
taking in from residents. 

"I am concerned about 
whether the roll-out carts are 
going to make a difference," said 
Moore eluding to the amount 
Didsburians throw out. 

"I guess I am waiting to see 
if money is going to be saved." 

The Town does expect to save 
money through the system it¬ 
self. When waste was picked up 
by hand the cost to the Town 
was $5 per resident per month. 
With the roll-out carts, which 
can be picked up by the garbage 
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trucks and require less manual 
labour, the cost is lowered to 
$4.25 per month. 

A second cart will be unveiled 
next year for compostables. The 
idea behind that cart is to take 
items, such as grass clippings 
and food waste out of the waste 
system, thus lowering tipping 
fees. 

Moore said she is empathetic 
with Didsburians who have 
been frustrated with the local 
system. 

"I understand this has all 
been difficult," she said. "This 
is going to be more adjustment 
and I hope that it starts work¬ 
ing." 

The capacity of the roll-out 
carts is 240 litres or 65 gallons. 
All of the waste must be put into 
the cart with the lid closed. 

All single family dwellings 
and duplexes will receive a roll¬ 
out cart. They will be distrib¬ 
uted to residents in September 
and will be used for the first 
time on Oct. 1 and 2. 

Those that want more infor¬ 
mation can attend an open 
house that will be held Sept. 10, 
2002 from 6 to 9 p.m. at the 
multi-purpose room. The cart 
will be out on display and rep¬ 
resentatives from the Town of 
Didsbury and the Mountain 
View Waste Management Board 
will be on hand to answer any 
questions. 

Flyers about the carts have 
been distributed to Didsburians 
through the mail.

Water giveaways - too hot for government to handle

Water needs to be 
realized as an

We have serious water 
shortages here and now. 

Are these shortages caused 
by normal variations in 
weather patterns, global 
warming or mis-management 
by human users? 

There is little we can do 
about the weather on a short¬ 
term basis. There is much we 
can do about human usage. 
The most pernicious wastage 
of water occurs through the 
practice of oil well flooding. 
This procedure involves forc¬ 
ing water down into an oil¬ 
bearing formation to push the 
oil to the surface. Because the 
amount of oil recovered can 
be more than doubled this

way, the practice is extremely 
profitable especially since the 
water used is virtually free. 
What happens to the water 
once it is injected into the 
well? First of all by mixing 
with the petrochemical sub¬ 
stances it is hopelessly pol¬ 
luted. A small amount returns 
to the surface with the oil 
which can then be separated 
and reused if convenient or 


just dumped to provide addi¬ 
tional surface pollution. 

The bulk of this now-pol¬ 
luted water remains thou¬ 
sands of feet underground and 
is effectively removed forever 
from the hydrological cycle. 
This wastage has been going 
on in Alberta since the 1960's. 
Over the past 10 years, ac¬ 
cording to the Alberta Energy 
and Utilities Board, some 
401.41 million cubic meters of 
water has been used in Al¬ 
berta. This is more than twice 
the total yearly usage of 
Calgary, and it has been go¬ 
ing on for nearly half a cen¬ 
tury. 

Is this the Alberta Advan¬ 
tage, take from many to ben¬ 
efit a few? There are other 
methods of forcing the oil up 
but they are more expensive, 
therefore less profitable to the 
oil company and to the gov¬ 
ernment. 

Our government seems in¬ 
tent on ignoring (hiding) this 
major wastage of our water. 


For example in one of their 
most recent publications, "Wa¬ 
ter for Life: Facts and Infor¬ 
mation on Water in Alberta 
2002," mention is made of 
water used in drilling oil and 
gas wells, steam injection into 
deep oil sands, separating oil 
from the sand, and oil refin¬ 
eries and petrochemical 
plants. Nowhere is there men¬ 
tion of oil well flooding. Why? 

Alberta government issues 
permits to withdraw surface 
and/or ground-water for oil 
field injection but there is no 
serious monitoring of 
amounts actually taken. 

Alberta Environment tells 
us that "Knowledge is the 
foundation for making good 
water decisions." yet over the 
past 15 years has closed 40 of 
its 48 water quality monitor¬ 
ing stations and cut the moni¬ 
toring budget from $900,000 
to $200,000. Environment 
Minister Lome Taylor says he 
didn't know about the cuts: 
"That's too specific for me." 


How long must 
we allow our 
freshwater to 
disappear? 

Minor details indeed - how 
does he spend his time? Gov¬ 
ernment admits it has little 
knowledge of the location and 
extent of underground water 
resources but there seems to 
be no serious interest in fund¬ 
ing aquifer research and map¬ 
ping. 

Our premier smiles across 
the oceans and south of the 
border saying "Alberta is open 
for business." How long must 
we allow our freshwater to 
disappear, our soils to be poi¬ 
soned with fertilizer and pes¬ 
ticide residue and our air to 
be polluted before we say 
"Enough"?

QUESTION: I have a 2-year-old boy who is as cute as 
a bug’s ear and I love him dearly, but he nearly drives me 
crazy. He throws the most violent temper tantrums and 
gets into everything. Why is he like this, and are other 
toddlers so difficult? 

DR. DOBSON: Your description of your toddler comes 
right out of the child-development textbooks. That time of 
life begins with a bang (like the crash of a lamp or a por¬ 
celain vase) at about 18 months of age and runs hot and 
heavy until about the third birthday. 

A toddler is a hard-nosed opponent of law and order, 
and he honestly believes the universe circles around him. 
In his cute little way, he is curious and charming, funny 
and lovable, exciting and selfish and demanding — and 
rebellious and destructive. 

Comedian Bill Cosby must have had some personal ex¬ 
perience with toddlers. He is quoted as saying, “Give me 
200 active 2-year-olds and I could conquer the world.” 
Children between 15 and 36 months of age do not want to 
be restricted or inhibited in any manner, nor are they in¬ 
clined to conceal their opinions. Bedtime becomes an ex¬ 
hausting, dreaded ordeal each night. They want to play 
with everything in reach, particularly fragile and expen¬ 
sive ornaments. 

They prefer using their pants rather than the potty, 
and insist on eating with their hands. And most of what 
goes in their mouths is not food. When they break loose 
in a store, they run as fast as their little legs will carry 
them. 

They pick up the kitty by its ears and then scream 
bloody murder when scratched. They want mommy within 
three feet of them all day, preferably in the role of their 
full-time playmate. 

Truly, the toddler is a tiger — but a precious one. I 
hope you won’t get too distressed by the frustrations of 
the toddler years. It is a very brief period of development 
that will be over before you know it. With all its chal¬ 
lenges, it is also a delightful time when your little boy is 
at his cutest. 

Approach him with a smile and a hug. But don’t fail to 
establish yourself as the boss during this period. All the 
years to come will be influenced by the relationship you 
build during this 18-month window. 

QUESTION: The children who play with my kids in 
the neighbourhood are familiar with terrible programs on 
television and cable TV I can’t believe that their parents 
let them watch such violent and sexualized stuff. What 
are the long-term consequences of this programming on 
children? 

DR. DOBSON: It is sad and very difficult to under¬ 
stand why so many parents fail to supervise what their 
kids watch. 

To those who let them watch anything they wish, I 
would pose this proposition: Suppose a complete stranger 
came to your door and said, “You look tired. Why don’t 
you let me take care of your children for a day or two?” I 
doubt if many of you would say, “Great idea. Come on in.” 
That’s a story Peggy Charren, president of Action for Chil¬ 
dren’s Television, likes to tell. Her point is well-taken. 

When we sit our children in front of the television set, 
we're giving control over them to complete strangers; and 
more and more, that’s a risky thing to do. An increasing 
number of studies have found that violence on television 
frequently leads to later aggressive behaviour by children 
and teenagers. 

One of the most conclusive studies was conducted by 
Dr. Leonard D. Aaron. He examined a group of children 
at age 8 and then again at 19 and finally at 30. Children 
in the United States, Australia, Finland, Israel and Po¬ 
land were studied. 

The outcome was the same; the more frequently the 
participants watched violent television at age 8, the more 
serious were the crimes that they were convicted of by age 
30, and the more aggressive was their behaviours when 
drinking. 

It’s time for parents to control the amount and the con¬ 
tent of television that their children are watching. The 
consequences of not doing so can be catastrophic.

"We 
usually get a pretty good show¬ 
ing during fairtime,” says 
Krebs, “...usually up to about 
20 tables.” 

Expected among the long list 
of produce items are: carrots, 
lettuce, potatoes, beets, 
peaches, apricots and nectar¬ 
ines. 

“All are in season and are 


being picked fresh daily. It’s the 
perfect way for someone that 
doesn’t have a garden of their 
own or who lives in an apart¬ 
ment to enjoy fresh grown pro¬ 
duce.” 

Anyone interested in partici¬ 
pating in the Farmer’s Market 
can call Krebs at 335-4252 to 
reserve a table. Regular weekly 
Farmers Markets are held at 
the Curling Rink facility each 
Wednesday.

Having overseen the organi¬ 
zation and realization of the 
annual event first-hand as 
President for the past three 
years, Thomas is well aware of 
the huge volunteer and commu¬ 
nity effort required to make the 
show a success. 

“We have upwards of 100 
volunteers that work with us 
each year on this - most of 
those being over and above the 
volunteerism the Ag Society 
Members do themselves. Then, 
of course, there’s the combined 
efforts of 10 - 15 community 


organizations around town. I 
would like to extend my per¬ 
sonal thanks to all those who 
will be contributing their time 
and expertise to make this event 
possible.” 

Thomas encourages patrons 
to catch as much of the high¬ 
lights and attractions as possi¬ 
ble. “Come early...take in the 
parade, visit the Bench Show, 
the Farmer’s Market, the Ro¬ 
deo, Tractor Pull and all the 
other events we have lined up 
for you.

Somehow summer just 
wouldn’t be summer without a 
parade. With that in mind, the 
Didsbury Elks and members of 
the community are planning 
the annual Fairtime Parade this 
Saturday, August 17th at 11:00 
am sharp. 

“It’s a big day for us,” says 
Elks Exhaulted Ruler and Pa¬ 
rade Coordinator, Al Armor. 
“...We also will have the pan¬ 
cake breakfast going on at the 
arena earlier that same morn¬ 
ing, so there’s definitely going 
to be a lot for everyone to do 
and see.” 

Spectators to the parade will 
want to find their curbside 
seats early as the line-up of 
entries in the parade is expected 
to fill up a full hour of viewing. 


“We’ll be lined up for judging 
starting at around 9:45 am over 
by Hi Ho Gas and Grocery and 
then trailing down 15th,” says 
Armor. “...That will last ap¬ 
proximately one hour and then 
we will start the parade mov¬ 
ing down main street at 11:00 
am.

Marshaling in this year’s Pa¬ 
rade line-up will be well-known 
local resident and longtime 
Elks Member, Len Berscht. 
“We wanted to include Len this 
year and pay him tribute for all 
that he’s accomplished in this 
community.” Also appearing 
will be MLA Richard Marz and 
Mayor Dorothy Moore. 

In keeping with Parade tra¬ 
dition, the Shriner’s Club will 


also be appearing along with 
their popular motorcorps rid¬ 
ers. “They definitely generate 
a lot of interest and excitement 
in the Parade,” says Armor. 

With entries coming from as 
far off as Calgary and area, 
Armor says it is not unrealis¬ 
tic to anticipate a pretty good 
drawing area for the Parade 
again this year. 

“The nice thing about our 
Parade is that there is no reg¬ 
istration. We simply ask that 
anyone interested in being part 
of the parade show up Satur¬ 
day morning for the judging.”

Best of all, no matter what 
category you fall under, there’s 
a good chance you won’t go 
home empty handed.

Alberta farm disaster loan program 


Alberta farmers have one 
more option to consider as they 
manage their operations 
through this year’s disastrous 
agriculture conditions. The Al¬ 
berta Disaster Assistance Loan 
Program (ADALP) allows 
farmers immediate access to 
loans with reasonable interest 
rates to help them regain finan¬ 
cial viability. 

Shirley McClellan, Deputy 
Premier and Minister of Agri¬ 
culture, Food and Rural Devel¬ 
opment, said this loan pro¬ 
gram offers increased flexibil¬ 
ity to producers who are fac¬ 
ing unprecedented income and 
production-related losses re¬ 
sulting from current and pre¬ 
vious years’ operations. 


“Producers are certainly fac¬ 
ing significant income problems 
this year and need to be aware 
of all the options available to 
them,” said McClellan. "This 
disaster loan program is one 
more tool they can draw on and 
can hopefully replenish much- 
needed working capital to help 
Alberta farmers through these 
difficult times.” ADALP is an 
Alberta government disaster 
assistance loan initiative, ad¬ 
ministered by AFSC (formerly 
known as Agriculture Finan¬ 
cial Services Corporation) that 
addresses a wide range of pro¬ 
duction and income-related 
losses. This stand-by program 
was activated earlier this year 
by the Minister, allowing the 


province to respond quickly on 
behalf of producers. Previously, 
assistance loan programs were 
designed to meet the needs pre¬ 
sented by specific agricultural 
disasters. 

ADALP gives primary pro¬ 
ducers access to a low-interest 
loan, with the option to defer 
principal and interest payments 
in the first two years. Farmers 
have until June 30, 2003 to 
apply for the program. 

"We’ve left the deadline open 
until next year to give farmers 
as much time as possible to in¬ 
quire about this program and 
to collect the pertinent infor¬ 
mation they will need to make 
their application,” McClellan 
said.

hands entered the rodeo and 
very few cowboys turned out on 
their stock. 

Considering two other ro¬ 
deos at Cranbrook, B.C. and 
Dawson Creek, B.C. were on the 
slate, Gardner was pleased the 
top Canadian cowboys along 
with a few American competi¬ 
tors were able to compete in 
Olds. 

Three-time defending Cana¬ 
dian bareback champion and 
2002 Winter Olympian, Bill 
Boyd, of Olds, likes riding in 
front of friends and family as 
for the second time, Boyd was 
the best of the best at the Olds 
rodeo as he spurred out an 86 
on Little Wolf, Air Wolfs son, 
to capture the bareback com¬ 
petition. 

With the Olds' win. Boyd 
solidified his lead in the CPRA 
standings. 

Heading into Sunday's go- 
around, Innisfail's Kyle Daines 
and Old's Scott Keogh held the 
saddle bronc lead with a pair 
of 80's until Black Diamond's 
Kyle. Thomson mounted Best 
Of Dodge and marked an 83 for 
the championship. 

A rank pen of bulls held the 
upper hand during the rodeo as 
most cowboys bit the dust try¬ 
ing to tame the Franklin 
critters. For the majority of the 
rodeo Cochrane's Denton Edge 
held the bull riding lead with a 
78 aboard U16. The first ride 
out on Sunday, Quintin Lowry, 
of High River, aboard Spin City 
set the mark for the bull riders 
with an 82 score, a score which 
held until the final and feature 
bull ride of the rodeo, Kirk 
Gaudier, of Bengough, Sask. 
against Franklin’s most prom¬ 
ising bull Passport Dip. A tight 
spinner. Passport Dip spun and 
dipped trying to get rid of 
Gaudier off his back. But, 
Gaudier stuck like glue aboard 
Passport Dip and scored an 86 
to capture the event. 

Two veteran calf ropers, Cliff 
Williamson, of Madden, who 
has won over $500,000 on Ca¬ 
nadian soil and six-time Ca¬ 
nadian champion and former 
Cowboy of the Year, Larry 
Robinson, of Innisfail, were the 
sentimental favourites but 
Medicine Hat's, Travis Houff, 
walked off with the champion¬ 
ship by flanking his calf in 7.6 
seconds. 

The best bull dogger was 
Consort's Darren Zieffie wres¬ 
tling his steer to the ground in 
4.5 seconds. 


Although the Mountain 
View County Fair Rodeo 
crowned champions in the five 
major events of rodeo, the real 
winners were the fans. 

It was a near perfect rodeo 
with world class stock provided 
by Shane Franklin of Franklin 
Rodeo Co. and top competitors, 
many of them reigning or past 
Canadian champions. 

This combined with the an¬ 
tics of clown Ash "Crash" 
Cooper and the knowledge of 
announcer Keith Dunwoodie 
gave the fans something to 
cheer about. 

For the fans watching their 
first rodeo, the cowboys and 
cowgirls put on a clinic of what 
a rodeo is all about. 

"We couldn't have asked for 
anything more, the weather co¬ 
operated and the competitors 
were at their best," said rodeo 
committee chairman, Rob 
Gardner, shortly after the ro¬ 
deo was completed. 

"The rodeo committee 
worked exceptionally hard to 
make sure this rodeo was one 
of the best held in Olds," added 
Gardner, indicating the commit¬ 
tee was comprised of volunteers 
interested in the sport. 

In previous years, Harvey 
Northcott Rodeo, of Caroline, 
was the stock contractor but 
this year the rodeo committee 
decided to give the competitors 
and the fans a new look and 
signed a contract with 
Franklin Rodeo, of Bonnyville, 
to provide stock and produce 
the show. 

Known for breeding excellent 
bucking horses and bulls, the 
Franklin pen includes 1993 
Canadian and World bareback 
champion, Airwolf, 1996 CFR 
bareback champion. Skoal's 
Blue Ridge, 1989 NFR saddle 
bronc champion. Saddle Bags, 
2000 Canadian Bull of the Year 
Tad Pole as well as NFR selec¬ 
tions, saddel broncs Best of 
Dodge, Sand Paper and Sand 
Bags, barebacks; Loanin' Tower 
and Limited Edition. 

"Most of the competitors at 
the rodeo this year were either 
in the CPRA top ten standings 
or trying to qualify for the Ca¬ 
nadian Finals Rodeo so they 
were excited about their 
draws," commented Gardner, 
indicating the fans liked what 
they saw in the bucking stock. 

"The committee knew the 
Franklin's would supply excel¬ 
lent bucking stock and I believe 
the stock attracted the cowboys

Stott wins chuckwagon races

the overall aggregate time. Jake Van Rigen fin¬ 
ished second overall with a combined time of 
2:39.51 and Marty Maxwell, sponsored by Bor¬ 
der Paving, placed third with a running time of 
2:41:02. 

Stott picked up a cheque worth $1,000 for the 
Dash For Cash win. 

The chariots Dash For Cash race was ex¬ 
tremely exciting as all three drivers were pen¬ 
alty free with less than a second separating the 
three chariots driven by Wayne Salmond. Jim 
Sinclair and Barry Maxwell., the drivers jock¬ 
eyed for position on every curve of the track. 

Salmond, from Wheat, Sask., owned the track 
during three nights of racing as he was the ag¬ 
gregate leader heading into the $500 Dash For 
Cash race with an aggregate time of 1:79.01, a 
full second ahead of Jim Sinclair, of Olds. 
Maxwell was a second and a half behind Salmond 
in the three night total running time. 

In the final race. Maxwell and Sinclair 
couldn’t keep up to the blistering pace set by 
Salmond, who grabbed the lead into the first turn 
and coasted to victory with a 57.20 clocking. 
Although Sinclair pushed his team to their full¬ 
est he failed to catch Salmond and finished with 
a time of 57.80. Maxwell, battling from the third 
barrel, finished the race close to Salmond and 
Sinclair with a time of 57.90 

As for the overall aggregate. Salmond had a 
running time of 1:79.1 while Sinclair, of Olds, 
racked up a total time of 1.80.39. 

This weekend the members of the Alberta 
Pony Chuckwagon and Chariot Association will 
be racing in Alix. 


For the second time pony chuckwagon driver, 
Tracey Stott, of Olds, has cashed in on her home 
track. 

Heading into the "Dash for Cash" at the Olds 
Pony Chuckwagon and Chariot Races held dur¬ 
ing the Mountain View County Fair and Rodeo, 
Stott was the wagon to catch as she led the three 
night aggregate with a 1:79.85 one-one- 
hundreth of a second faster than Lee Adamson 
and four one-hundreth of a second quicker than 
Joe Halerowich, of Olds. 

Although Stott is a veteran driver, she lacked 
the experience held by her competitors in the 
final winner take all race as Adamson was a 
former World and North American champion 
and Halerowich was the defending 2001 North 
American champion. 

Racing from the last post, barrel No.3, Stott 
made two tight quick turns around the barrels 
racing onto the track with the coveted rail posi¬ 
tion. With her four pony horses galloping on all 
cylinders, Stott circled her Westend Husky 
chuckwagon around the half-mile track in 59.04 
seconds, the best time of the day. Meanwhile, 
Halerowich and Adamson encountered problems 
in the infield each knocking down a barrel for a 
five second penalty and took themselves out of 
the race even before they hit the track. 

Halerowich raced his J.P International 
wagon from the first set of barrels and finished 
with a time of 65.37 seconds, while Adamson, 
racing the ATCO Electric wagon, took an addi¬ 
tional penalty for interference and finished the 
race in 85.03 seconds.
